South Carolinian for defiance of 
U.S. Court decisions then Sen. 
Thurmond assuredly would be 
making the weary welkin ring 
with furious protest. 


Yet, some of the officers have 
been espousing, to troops and the 
public, some of the dangerously 
divisive Birch Society nonsense. 
Others have used the technique 
of saying, or inferring, ‘“‘you are 
a Communist if you disagree with 
my policies’’—a tactic which led 
J. Edgar Hoover to issue a public 
warning against such tactics. The 
senator is demanding such speak- 
ers be turned loose to say what 
they will. 


Extreme Right 


Sen. Thurmond and those who 
join with him are content so 
long as the extreme right, wrap- 
ping itself in an anti-Communist 
cloak, carries on the most radical 
and divisive propaganda, all tend- 
ing to cause Americans to fear 
and suspect one another. This, as 
J. Edgar Hoover has said, pro- 
vides long-run help to communism 
which it could not otherwise 
obtain, 


Happily, Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell of the Senate Armed Services ' 
Committee is a reader of history. 
And Sen. Stennis of Mississippi, of 
the investigating committee in this 
field, also is a man sensitive to 
events. 


Almost every American, save 
the extreme Birch crowd and its 
current heroes in the Senate, has 
seen what has happened to France. 
Its generals and admirals long 
ago became political. They be- 
gan publicly to espouse various 
political programs. The result is 
what we see. There are today in 
France generals who are in hid- 
ing because they led a rebellion 
which sought to overthrow the De 
Gaulle government. Others have 
been sentenced to jail. 


There are generals who are 
leading the Armed Secret Services 
(OAS), which is pledged to estab- 


lish a national socialism in 
France. There are others who 
advocate a military government. 
Others, of course, support De 
Gaulle. 


It is an incredible and dismay- 
ing fact that there are members 
of the Congress who publicly de- 
mand that the military officers of 
this country be given permission 
to hold political seminars, preach 
their own personal political beliefs 
and impose, or seek to impose 
them on troops. 


Much Support 


It is interesting that much of 
the support of such a position is 
obviously and extravagantly con- 
trived. Five thousand telegrams 
arrive in a day. Chain letters 
pour in, 


Some of the letters furiously de- 
nounce “‘a left-wing brain truster 
of the Kennedy administration— 
fellow by the name of Alexis de 
Tocqueville.””. Sen. Fulbright had 
quoted him in his statement sup- 
porting a Defense Department di- 
rective notifying armed service 
personnel to get themselves out 
of politics, and to bring an end 
to making Army posts the ceriter 
of sometimes weird and strained 
appeals to a peculiar sort of 
*‘AmeriCanism."’

Ford Plant 
Here Waits 
U.S. Aceord

The Ford Motor Company’s 
Hapeville assembly plant will re- 
main closed until local disputes 
are settled at 20 other Ford facili- 
ties throughout the nation, it was 
reported Friday. 


A spokesman said the Hapeville 
plant, which was shut 12 days ago 
when the United Auto Workers 
called a nationwide walkout of 
some 120,000 workers, will be un- 
able to reopen because 19 of the 
20 plants with unresolved issues 
are suppliers of Ford parts. 


NOT ENOUGH PARTS 


Asked if the Hapeville facility 
had a backlog of parts that would 
let it resume operations soon, the 
spokesman replied: “Not enough 
so that we could go into produc- 
tion.”” 


When the strike hit, the Hape- 
ville plant was only days away 
from swinging into production of 
1962 Fairlanes and a new Ford 
model, the Fairlane 500. 


Meanwhile, in Detroit, it was 
announced that signing of a new 
three-year agreement between 
Ford and the UAW had been de- 
layed because of an 1ith-hour 
hitch involving contract language.

Pupil Grants to Go 
Directly to Parents

Georgia counties will pay school tuition grants directly to par- 


ents whose children attend private schools—but the state has not 
decided how often the funds will be paid. 


Application blanks for the chil- 
dren who choose private institu- 
tions rather than public schools 
will become available in the coun- 


ties soon and will require ‘“‘prac- 
tically their life history.”’ 


Those points are contained in 
a list of regulations now being 
completed by officials in the of- 
fices of the attorney general, gov- 
ernor and state school superinten- 
dent. 


MAIL ON MONDAY 


The regulations apparently will 
be mimeographed Monday and 
mailed to county*and city school 
superintendents, and then an- 
nonuced to the public. 


The tuition grants law was 
passed last January as a part of 
Gov. Ernest Vandiver’s open 
schools package. It is designed to 
help pay the costs of private 
schooling for children of parents 
who object to integrated schools. 


However, the law will make 
grants available in segregated as 
well as desegregated systems in 
order to keep the U.S. Supreme 
Court from knocking it down 
as discriminatory ‘«gislation.

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In his protest note Gen. Watson 
warned of the ‘‘consequences of 
the reckless and illegal conduct’ 
of the East German border guards 
near the Machowerstrasse early 
Friday morning. At the same time 
he protested against “other fla- 
grant incidents which recently af- 
fected the peace in the American 
sector of Berlin.” 


Last week the Western Allied 
commandants sent a joint protest 
to the Soviets concerning another 
incident on the border of the 
French sector in which East and 
West Berlin police exchanged 
shots and a refugee plunged to 
his death from a roof top. The 
protest was not answered. 


In Friday’s incident the East 
German border guards fired 
across the frontier starting about 
5:10 a.m. After nine youths crash- 
ed a heavy truck into the barrier 
and leaped to safety. No one 
was injured in the shooting, ac- 
cording to the Western spokesmen.

Reds Cut 
Ties With 
Holland 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union withdrew its ambassador to 
Holland Friday and ordered the 
Dutch ambassador to leave Mos- 
cow in protest against the brawl 
between Soviet Embassy officials 
and police at Amsterdam’s air- 
port Oct. 9. 


In a note to the Dutch govern- 
ment, the Soviet government de- 
clared police had made.a “‘shame- 
ful provocation’’ against the per- 
son of Soviet Ambassador Ponte- 
leimon K. Ponomarenko while he 
was performing his duties pro- 
tecting Soviet citizens. 


The affair grew out of a con- 
troversy over Mrs. Alexei Golub 
whose husband, a Soviet biochem- 
ist, had defected while on a tour 
in the Netherlands. The woman 
arrived at the airport evidently 
prepared to depart but Dutch po- 
lice insisted on talking to her to 
see whether she was leaving of 
her own free will. She then was 
allowed to fly back to the Soviet 
Union while her husband stayed 
in the Netherlands. 


In the note, the Soviet govern- 
ment accused the police of an in- 
tentional provocation made with 
the knowledge of the Dutch gov- 
ernment. 


After the affair, Ambassador 
Ponomarenko was rebuked by the 
Dutch Foreign Office. The Soviet 
Union refused to accept the 
blame. 


“The Soviet government rejects 
as slanderous the contents of the 
aide memoire — memorandum — 
of the Netherlands government of 
Oct. 12 blaming the personnel of

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—The Soviet Union announced Friday 
it would accept an acting secretary general of the United Nations 
with full power to make executive decisions. 


However, Western delegates in 
general remained skeptical that 
the Soviet Union was prepared 
to make any real compromise in 
the organizational crisis that has 
gripped the United Nations since 
the death of Secretary Dag Ham- 
marskjold Sept. 18. 


Valerian A. Zorin, Soviet dep- 
uty foreign minister, said in a 
press conference the secretariat 
was now being directed illegally 
by one man through “seizure of 
power.”’ 


The accusation was in answer 
to a question as to how the or- 
ganization was functioning with- 
out a head.

To Get in School of Choice 


There’s a lot of talk going 
around these days in the way of 
advice from adults to teen- 
agers about the importance of 
a college education.

and applying to enter the 
school 
Since fall is the time when 


mos@ high school seniors must 
Sto the college of their 
choke Vif they are to gain ad- 
taiki, in these days of 

-up enroliments, a few 


tips on how it is done might 
be apropos. 


Registrars at two Atlanta 
area colleges agree that the 
actual act of applying is not 
too difficult. The big decision 
lies in choosing the right col- 
lege for you. 


BIG CHOICE 


“The first decision that a stu- 
dent must make is what kind of 
college he or she wants to at- 
tend,”’ said Miss Laura Steele, 
registrar at Agnes Scott Col- 
lege. ‘““That, of course, is de- 
termined both by a persons 
career goal and the type of 
personality that he or she has.” 


The first choice may later 
prove to be unrealistic in the 
light of grades and achieve- 
ments, Miss Sreele added. Fees 
and the total school program, 
extracurricular as well as aca- 
demic, should enter into the 
picture. 


“It is important that stucents 
investigate cata'ogs of colleges 
in which they are interested,”’ 
explained Miss Steele. “If 
money is a factor, available 
scholarships and loan funds are 
vital considerations. And the 
catalog will always give details 
about the procedure to follow 


in making an application for 
entrance.”’ 


SMART ACTION 


A visit to the college campuses 
in which a student is interested 
is always a smart action, agree 
both Miss Steele and Mr. W. L. 
Carmichael, registrar at Geor- 
gia Institute of Technology. 


“It’s always wise to examine 
dormitory and dining facilities,” 
mentioned Carmichael, 


“And such a visit,”” added 
Miss Steele, “gives the young 
person a chance to talk with 
a member of the administra- 
tive staff, who can answer any 
questions about the college's 
program.” 


Explaining the actual applica- 
tion process itself, Carmichael 
termed it ‘quite simple. The 
student writes for a form,’’ he 
said, “‘and then fills it out, mak- 
ing his information as thorough 
and complete as possible.”’ 


The question that is upper- 
most in the minds of most col- 
lege aspirants is what are the 
chief things that a school takes 


into account when considering 


an applicant, 
MAJOR CONSIDERATION 


Both Carmichael and Miss 
Steele agree that a young per- 
son's school record is the most 
important consideration. ‘By 
this I mean the subjects a stu- 
dent took as well as the grades 
he earned,’’ Carmichael added. 


The next factor involved is 
College Board results. ‘These 
can be especially meaningful,” 
said Miss Steele, ‘“‘because we 
realize that an A record in 
one school might not neces- 
sarily be an A record in an- 
other.” 

“From College Board scores 


and high school grades, we can 
compute what we call the pre- 


dicted grade average,” said 
Carmichael. ‘These comprise 
our three major areas of con- 
siderativ,. 


“We are interested in a stu- 
dent’s recommendations — some 
of which come from teachers 
and counselors,’’ mentioned Miss 
Steele. ‘‘And we want students 
who will contribute to the com- 
munity as well as the academic 
life. The last factor is a good 
physical report.”’

Latin American Seminar Gives 
Local Youth New Impressions 


Though quite a few Atlanta 
teen-agers are concerned about 
the state of this country’s 
relationships with their South 
American neighbors, Steve 
Sossaman, Dykes High senior 
and editor of the school news- 
paper, sees the situation much 
more lucidly than most. 

Steve gained some startling 
and disturbing impressions from 
university students in Colombia 
and Venezuela during a visit 
to these countries as part of an 
international affairs seminar. 


He was one of ten high school 
juniors from the United States 
who were chosen to take part 
in the Pomfret International Af- 


fairs Seminar, sponsored by 
Pomfret School in Pomfret, 
Connecticut. 


EXCHANGE PROGRAM 


Together with ten students 
from the two Latin American 
countries, the group studied the 
economics of Latin America at 
Pomfret for four weeks. They 
were lectured by State Depart- 
ment officials, members of the 
United States delegation to the 
United Nations and university 
professors. 


The group from the United 
States then spent six-and-a-half 
weeks 
while the group from Latin 
America visited in this country. 


in the two countries 


Steve explains that he was — 


most interested in the univer- 
sity students. “It is my firm 
conviction that they are the 
key to the future of their na- 
tion and, indirectly, to ours,” 
he said. 


COMMON TRAITS 


“From talking with these 
young men and women,” Steve 
continued, “I have found sev- 
eral common traits. Whether 
these young people are leftist 
or conservative, whether they 
favor communism or our form 
of democracy, almost. all are 
intensely interested in both 
their future and that of their 
nation.” 


In Caracas, Venezuela, Steve 
spent many nights talking and 
arguing with young Commu- 
nists. However, he feels that 
many of these young people 
really are not Communists as 
they claim to be: He noted more 
readiness to discuss the Cuban- 
American problem than the 
Russian-American situation. 


“Many of those who did side 


with the Soviet Union in her 


cold war struggle against us 
argued on economic _ issues 
” Steve explained. 


repeated worn-out partial truths 
about democracy’s attempts at 
industrial growth in their coun- 
try. 


“While Latin Americans have 
been described, rather correctly, 
as being fiercely individualistic, 
they stuck to economic issues in 
our talks, disregarding the ef- 
fect of communism on personal 
liberties.” 


Imperialism is another major 
complaint these students have 
with the U.S. government, Steve 
found.
